The inventions described in claims 1 to 4 appear to possess inventive step over the 
documents cited in the ISR. The point in document 1 of displaying traffic jam length for 
each branch direction at an intersection is described in the point of document 3 involving 
calculating drive paths and traffic jams from automobile information including a position 
and a time of an automobile, but the point of calculating wait times and traffic jam lengths 
for each branch direction of an intersection from automobile information including a 
position and a time of an automobile is not described, and this point would not be easily 
arrived at by a person skilled in the ait. 

Claims 5,6 

The inventions of claims 5 and 5 do not appear to possess inventive step over 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. The configuration described in claims 5 and 6 of 
displaying traffic jams (for each traffic lane) for each branch direction of an intersection on a 
map is disclosed in paragraph 0023 of document 1 , figure 4, and paragraph 0016 of 
document 2.
